COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
governmental units seeking federal 
aid will face stiffer competition in the 
future because of a change in the way 
such aid is granted, a federal official 
said Friday. 


Richard E. Friedman of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education and 
W elfare, said Ohio projects will 
compete with other projects nation­ 
wide rather than trying for part of a 
state allocation. 


“This is the first year we will be 
changing our traditional way of 
distributing dollars,” Friedman said 
at a briefing for state and local Ohio 
officials on the proposed 1976 federal 
budget. 


He said, for example, that Ohio and 
other Midwest states may lose some 
emergency supplemental school aid to 
school districts in the South which need 
money for desegregation costs. 
Friedman, who is HEW regional 
director based in Chicago, said he 
thinks his department will be able to 
maintain about the present level of 
programs, but will not be expanding.

Day.” 
The program began Sept. 16 and 
Ford’s statement said he extended the 
program beyond the Friday deadline 
“based on a further review of the prog­ 
ress of this program,” which showed 
“many of those who already have been 
punished are only now learning they 
are eligible.” 
He said “this is confirmed by the 
large number of applications ... which 
continue to be filed” with the board. 
Goodell said about 11,000 of the 
120,000 eligible for board consideration 
have applied. This compares with 
about 5,000 a month ago and 850 on Jan. 
6, before the board began a massive 
publicity campaign. 


President Ford to the Congress on Feb. 
3, calls for expenditures of $349.4 
billion. Officials at the briefing Friday 
said action by Congress is likely to 
push that figure higher. 
HEW has been alloted $118.4 billion, 
he said, an increase of 8.5 per cent over 
fiscal year 1975, which ends June 30. 
But he noted that HEW has gotten 
annual increases of about 15 per cent a 
year in the past, so the proposed in­ 
crease “still is significantly less than 
that (annual) increase has been in 
recent years.” 
He said Social Security, the largest 
chunk of the HEW budget, is going up, 
which will result in trimming the 
health and education portions of the 
budget. 
Hill-Burton hospital construction 
funds are being cut off, since urban 
areas have too many hospital beds, he 
said, and community health, commu­ 
nity service and m ental health 
programs will be trimmed. 
Head Start preschool funding will 
increase some, but most education 
programs will be trimmed. The impact 
of that is partly offset by a declining 
school population, he said. 
“We really don’t do all that we think 
we would like to do,” Friedman said. 
“Human needs are infinite, but the 
resources we have to meet those needs 
are very much finite.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Once, a 
chance. Twice, perhaps a coincidence. 
But thrice and gamblers here whisper 
about a curse. 
Three tim es a Columbus man won 
$300,000 in the new Ohio lottery, and 
each time the winner wound up afoul of 
the law. 
The lottery’s first Buckeye 300 
winner William C. Culver Jr., a 55- 
year-old laborer, relaxed after being 
assured $15, OOO a year for the next two 
decades. 
But when his former wife, Tessie 
Culver Hall, found out about the new 
fortune, she sued him for 16 years of 
back child support. She won one of the 
year’s money. 
Two weeks ago, printer Cassius C. 
Yoakum, 51, held the lucky numbers. 
The day after he received the first 
$15,000 i heck he was arrested for driv­ 
ing while intoxicated and being left of 
center, municipal court records show. 
His case is pending. 
Then Joseph Edward Brown, 37, 
won. 
Ile was bound for prison Friday after 
being sentenced in Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court to 3-15 years for 
burglary and vandalism. 
He pleaded guilty to the charges 
Nov. 7 of stealing a stereo, clock radio, 
television and some other items valued 
at $700. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford may act early next week to delay 
his new oil tariffs in order to provide 
time to develop a 
White Ilouse- 
Congress joint blueprint for fighting 
the recession and reducing oil imports. 


A fter m eeting with D em ocratic 
leaders on Friday, the President said 
he might delay his planned tariffs 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said that 
if Ford takes such action it will come 
on Monday or Tuesday. 


It was the first indication that Ford 
might back down on the oil tariff, the 
first step of his energy program, in an 
effort to work out a compromise with 
Congress. 
Ford described the energy-economy 
program prepared by a Senate-House 
task force as a “Carefully thought- 
out” effort that “can possibly be 
meshed with ours.” 
Ford’s program aims to reduce 
energy consum ption by sharply 
raising the price of fuel through new 
taxes and removal of federal price 
< ontrols. 
In contrast, the Democrats are 
em phasizing 
the 
need 
to 
fight 
recession, even if that requires a delay 
in reducing reliance on imported oil. 
As the first step of his program, Ford 
imposed a $3-per-barrell special tax on 
imported oil. The first $1 went into 
effecton Feb. I, the second was due 
today, and the third $1 is scheduled to 
become effective on April 1. 
In opening the possibility of delaying 
the second and third increments, Ford 


said 
he 
could 
take 
such 
action 
retroactively. 
M eanwhile, in other economic 
developments: 
—The federal government said it 
will reduce from 8.5 per cent to 8 per 
cent the maximum interest that can be 
charged on a federally-insured home 
mortgage. 
—Government statistics showed that 
an additional 700,000 persons were on 
the rolls of the food stamp program in 
January, a slowdown in the rate of 
growth from the previous month. 
—The Agriculture Department said 
prices farmers received 
for raw 
agricultural products dropped 4 per 
i ent from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15. It was the 
fourth consecutive monthly decline. 
—Prime rate cuts at the nation’s two 
largest banks kept the stock market 
ahead. The Dow Jones industrial 
average climbed 7.90 but wound up 
with a loss of 10.72 for the week. San 
Francisco’s Bank of America, the 
nation’s largest bank, and No. 2 First 
National City Bank of New York both 
dropped the prime one-quarter point to 
8G per cent, a move followed by 
several other banks. 
—Ford Motor Co. said 1,375 workers 
now on indefinite layoff will be back on 
the job next week. The auto maker said 
it will have 16,700 employes on tem ­ 
porary furlough, 15,025 fewer than this 
week. 
—Shell Oil Co. increased its gasoline 
prices by two cents a gallon, blaming 
the action partially on a federal 
regulation aimed at equalizing crude 


oil costs among refiners. 
Before Friday’s meeting with Senate 
and House leaders, Ford and his 
spokesmen had insisted that there was 
no way to discuss an energy com­ 
promise with Congress until the Demo- 
i rats ( ame up with their own program. 
The Democrats have developed their 
own program, and both houses of 
Congress have voted to block for 90 
days the $3 import tariff. Ford has 
promised to veto that delay. 
Ford said the main purpose of the 
tariff was to pressure Congress into 
acting on the remainder of his energy 
program. Democrats say the tariffs, 
which would raise the price of all fuels 
but especially gasoline, would damage 
the fight against recession and set off a 
new round of inflation. 
Ford is expected to consider whether 
to delay the second and third portions 
of the import tariff as he spends the 
weekend at his Camp David, Md., re­ 
treat. 
In his meeting with the Democratic 
leaders Ford had nothing to say 
against the $21.3-billion tax cut voted 
by the House, Nessen said. 
However, the President strongly 
objected to a feature, added on the 
House floor, that repeals the oil 
depletion 
allow ance,

secretary said. 
Nessen said Ford fears a Senate 
battle over the depletion allowance 
could delay enactment of the an­ 
tirecession tax cut.

Major surgery had been predicted 
for the w ide-ranging bond issue 
because of Democratic resistance to a 
seventenths of a cent increase in the 
state sales tax proposed by Rhodes to 
finance the plan. 
However, the issue flew out of 
committee unexpectedly late Thurs­ 
day night with only minor changes 
and the sales tax hike untouched. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said the bill was 
moved after indications that, “ if the 
funding of the proposal is changed in 
any way to an income tax... the 
governor would oppose it.” 
Democratic legislators were known 
to be considering amendments to 
replace the sales tax increase with an 
adjustment in the state income tax, 
probably effecting upper brackets. 
While the city bond issue was given 
some hope for passage, the Republican 
governor's ambitious plan to attract 
industry to Ohio with massive tax 
breaks appeared to be dying a slow 
death in the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee. 
Majority Democrats insist passage 
of all four proposed constitutional 
amendments is conceivable within the 
threeday time frame, assuming Re­ 
publicans agree to suspension 
of 
procedural rules. 
The tax abatement plan languished 
in the Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee over the weekend after only 
four members — one short of a quorum 
— showed up for a Friday meeting to 
consider the bill.

By Terror Group 
In Argentina 


CORDOBA, Argentina (AP) — 
I Leftist Peromsts who killed honorary 
U.S. Consul John Patrick Egan said he 
was

target

represented “Yankee interests.” 
In a communique issued after Egan 
was murdered Friday evening, the 
Montoneros said they wanted to strike 
a blow against the government which 
they said was handing Argentina over 
to the Americans. 
During the 51 hours Egan was held, 
Argentine officials made no response 
to guerrilla demands but mounted the 
biggest dragnet in the country’s 
history. 
The guerrillas set a 7 p.m. deadline 
for the government to prove that four 
missing companions were alive. 
At IO p.m., Egan’s bloodied body was 
thrown out of a car on a dirt road two 
miles from this industrial city 450 
miles west of Buenos Aires. 
An 
anonymous caller told newsmen where 
to find his body. 
The body was draped in a Montonero 
banner and was in the clothes he wore 
when he was abducted on Wednesday. 
A note on the body said: “Montoneros. 
Peron or death. Until the victory, my 
general.” 
Egan, 62, a native of Penna, Mont., 
was a Kaiser Industries executive here 
from 1955 until his retirement in 1968.

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Fertilize Lawns 
After Soil Warms 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
When shou ld lawns be fertilized in 
Ohio? 
Accord ing to Dav e Martin, Ex ten­ 
sion Agronomist at The Ohio State 
Univ ersity , lawns may be fertilized in 
Ohio from the time the soil warms u p 
in the sp ring to abou t one month before 
growth stop s in the fall, with the ex ­ 
cep tion of hot, d ry su mmer months. 
The time p eriod , then, is abou t Ap ril 1 
to October 1, d ep end ing on y ou r North 
to Sou th location, Martin say s. 
Du ring these months the homeowner 
may wish to mak e one, two, three or 
fou r ap p lications, d ep end ing on the 
total amou nt to be ap p lied and the 
q u ality of grass d esired , he say s. 
The best way to d etermine the 
amou nt of fertilizer to u se is by a soil 
test. Soil tests are inex p ensiv e and 
ind icate the nu trient statu s of a p ar­ 
ticu lar soil. Recommend ations based 
on test resu lts insu re ad eq u ate 
nu trient lev els and at the same time 
av oid ex cessiv e and wastefu l ap ­ 
p lications. Soil testing k its and in­ 
stru ctions are av ailable from the 
Pick away 
Cou nty 
Coop erativ e 
Ex tension Serv ice Office, at 137 W, 
Frank lin Street, in Circlev ille. 
Where a lawn is growing on a good , 
fertile soil, relativ ely small amou nts of 
p hosp horu s and p otassiu m are need ed 
on an annu al basis. One fertilization 
p er y ear of these nu trients shou ld be 
su fficient and can be ap p lied sp ring or 
fall. Martin say s nitrogen is of greater 
concern, thou gh. The nitrogen rate will 
v ary with the sp ecies, management 
sy stem, intend ed u se of the area, and 
q u ality lev el d esired . The av erage 
lawn in Ohio req u ires abou t two to fou r 
p ou nd s of actu al nitrogen p er 1000 
sq u are feet. This amou nt shou ld be 
d iv id ed among three ap p lications - one 
or two in the sp ring and a third in the 
fall. 


Most sp eciality lawn fertilizers, u sed 
accord ing 
to 
d irections, 
are 
satisfactory for tu rf u se. Calcu lated 
ap p lication rates listed on the fertilizer 
bag u su ally are satisfactory for the 
av erage lawn. Howev er, there are 
some d ifferences in tlw ty p es of 
materials mark eted relativ ely to being 
immed iately av ailable or slowly 
av ailable (bu t for longer p eriod s of 
time). Most tu rf fertilizers hav e both 
forms of nitrogen in combination. 
Av oid d amaging y ou r lawn by 
nitrogen fertilization. A light foliage 
bu m is u nsightly bu t d oes no p er­ 
manent d amage. Sev ere bu rning can 
k ill the grass. Here are Martin’s 
su ggestions for safe u se of fertilizers. 
(1) Sp read fertilizers ev enly , (2) d o not 
ov erlap or sp ill fertilizer on the tu rf, 
(3) ap p ly when the foliage is d ry , (4) 
ap p ly no more than 1.5 p ou nd s actu al 
nitrogen oer 1000 sq u are feet p er ap ­ 
p lication, (5 ) u se of granu lated or 
p elleted materials are not as lik ely to 
bu m as p u lv erized materials, (6) 
water immed iately after ap p lication, 
and (7) u se fertilizers that hav e at 
least some insolu ble organic nitrogen. 
Fertilizer-p esticid e 
combinations 
are v ery ad v antageou s, Martin say s. 
Howev er, sev eral p roblems are 
associated with them. First, they 
shou ld be u sed only when the p est is a 
p roblem. To continu e to u se them 
throu ghou t the growing season is not 
only wastefu l and ex p ensiv e bu t also 
may be a p otential sou rce of p ollu tion. 
Also a p roblem is the timing of ap ­ 
p lication of su ch fertilizer com­ 
binations. The time when the p est is a 
p roblem may not be the best time to 
ap p ly nitrogen fertilizer.

Effectiv e 
this May , all sized 7-14 sieep wear mu st 
also be flame retard ant. I^st week at 
an agents’ u p d ate, we were told that 
sp ecu lations are being mad e con­ 
cerning the p ossibility of mak ing ad u lt 
lou ngewear flame retard ant. 
Some 
ex p erts in consu mer p rotection are 
also mentioning ru gs, d rap eries, 
mattresses and u p holstery fabrics as 
target areas for flame retard ant laws. 
The homemak er’s d ollar, v ariety of 
selection, care q u alities, and safety 
will be affected by su ch laws. Flame 
retard ant fabrics d o not wear as well, 
req u ire sp ecial d etergents and lau n­ 
d ering, arc mu ch more limited in 
v ariety , are more ex p ensiv e, and less 
conniortable. It mu st be remembered 
that these fabrics only retard flames, 
they d o not p rov id e u s with safety in 
ou r homes. The homemak er shou ld be 
think ing now, before the laws are 
p assed or p rop osed , abou t whether she 
is '.v iU'n.g-t'' riiak e all these concessions 
to the laws of flame retard ancy in all 
these p rod u cts. Then she cou ld jot a 
note to her congressman abou t her 
op inion, so that her op inion can be 
reflected when he v otes on fu tu re laws. 
Incid ently , if y ou hav e look ed for 100 
p er cent cotton k nit sleep ers for 
child ren, it is no longer mad e into

The time av ailable to work in the 
field is limited by soil d rainage, 
weather, and management controlled 
factors. Time is p articu larly im­ 
p ortant in the sp ring, becau se late 
p lanting u su ally red u ces y ield s. For 
com the red u ction in y ield is abou t two 
bu shels p er acre p er d ay after the 
op timu m p lanting p eriod and for 
soy beans the red u ction in y ield s is 
abou t one-third bu shel p er acre p er 
d ay after the op timu m p lanting d ate. 
The time av ailable to p low, till, or 
p lant on p oorly d rained soils d u ring 
May in Ohio is u su ally from 10 to 40 p er 
cent of the calend ar d ay s. If May is a 
high rainfall month, lik e the worst 
v ear in a 20 y ear p eriod , farmers will 
lik ely hav e only 3 d ay s in the field . If 
there is av erage weather they can 
ex p ect 12 d ay s in the field on p oorly 
d rained soils. 
The time av ailable for field work on 
mod erately well d rained soils or 
p oorly d rained soils with recom­ 
mend ed 
su rface 
or 
su bsu rface 
d rainage is u su ally from W to 45 p er 
cent of the calend ar d ay s in May . If 
May is a high rainfall month, lik e the 
worst y ear in a 20 y ear p eriod , 
farmers will lik ely hav e 6 d ay s in the 
field . If there is av erage weather they 
can ex p ect 14 d ay s in the field on 
mod erately well d rained soils. 
On well d rained soils there is more 
time av ailable for field work . In May 
there are 8 calend ar d ay s av ailable 
d u ring the worst weather y ear and 15 
d ay s av ailable d u ring the av erage 
weather y ear. 
Farmers with p oorly d rained soils 
and a shortage of time in the field 
shou ld consid er mak ing d rainage 
imp rov ements before nex t y ear. The 
v alu e of ad d itional time in the field can 
be ad d ed to the v alu e of the u su al y ield 
increase obtained from imp rov ed 
d rainage. Drainage imp rov ements can 
ad d two to three d ay s in the field each 
month in the sp ring.

Gard ening on y ou r Mind ? 
Not mu ch y ou can d o with the grou nd 
frozen and the last sp ring frost week s 
away , bu t y ou can be collecting the 
su p p lies y ou need to start y ou r own 
p lants. 
First off, bu y the seed y ou ’ll be 
p lanting this y ear. Plan y ou r need s 
before bu y ing, as most seed may d rop 
in germination when held ov er to the 
following y ear. Too, better get a few 
bags of fertilizer read y . 
If y ou want to start a few p lants su ch 
as tomatoes, cantalop es, etc., get some 
p eat p ots and hav e them on hand . Most 
p lants shou ld be started six to eight 
week s before y ou ex p ect to p u t them in 
the gard en. 
You ’ll need flats or other ty p e 
containers in which to set the p eat p ots 
for watering and growing the p lants. 
Get some sterilized soil and p lanting 
med ia or sterilize y ou r own. This will 
insu re healthy p lants to go in y ou r 
gard en. Isabels are need ed , too, if y ou 
want to k eep u p with v arieties, 
matu rity d ates, etc. These can be 
p u rchased or mad e at home. Get the 
k id s to sav e p op sicle stick s. 


Strawberry Plants 
Since p lanting of strawberries is best 
in early sp ring, ord er y ou r p lants now. 
^ost su p p liers will ship them at the 
best time for y ou to receiv e them for 
p rop er p lanting. Howev er, telling the 
su p p lier abou t when y ou ex p ect to 
p lant is not a bad id ea. I .ate March or 
early Ap ril is the recommend ed time 
in Ohio, or as soon as the soil can be 
p rep ared . 
Recommend ed v ariet» es for Ohio 
inclu d e Cy clone, earlv season: 
Pocahontas, early to mid -season, 
.Raritan, mid -season; Robinson, late, 
Marlate, v ery late; and Vesp er, v ery 
late. 
From time to time new strawberry 
sorts become av ailable throu gh 
nu rsery catalogu es. These new ones 
get named becau se they were fou nd to 
be su p erior to v arieties normally 
grown in the area where they were 
p rod u ced . They may or may not be 
su p erior u nd er Ohio cond itions, so 
av oid the new sorts, ex cep t on a 
limited basis, u ntil their merit u nd er 
Ohio cond itions can be d etermined . 
Growers shou ld shift to su p erior 
new v arieties as soon as Uieir merits 
hav e been clearly established . Shifting 
v arieties simp ly to try something new 
can be costly and d isap p ointing.

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Fertilize Lawns 
After Soil Warms 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
When should lawns be fertilized in 
Ohio? 
According to Dave Martin, Exten­ 
sion Agronomist at The Ohio State 
University, lawns may be fertilized in 
Ohio from the time the soil warms up 
in the spring to about one month before 
growth stops in the fall, with the ex­ 
ception of hot, dry summer months. 
The time period, then, is about April I 
to October I, depending on your North 
to South location, Martin says. 
During these months the homeowner 
may wish to make one, two, three or 
four applications, depending on the 
total amount to be applied and the 
quality of grass desired, he says. 
The best way to determine the 
amount of fertilizer to use is by a soil 
test. Soil tests are inexpensive and 
indicate the nutrient status of a par­ 
ticular soil. Recommendations based 
on test results insure adequate 
nutrient levels and at the same time 
avoid excessive and wasteful 
ap­ 
plications. Soil testing kits and in­ 
structions are available from the 
Pickaway 
County 
Cooperative 
Extension Service Office, at 137 W. 
Franklin Street, in Circleville. 
Where a lawn is growing on a good, 
fertile soil, relatively small amounts of 
phosphorus and potassium are needed 
on an annual basis. One fertilization 
per year of these nutrients should be 
sufficient and can be applied spring or 
fall. Martin says nitrogen is of greater 
concern, though. The nitrogen rate will 
vary with the species, management 
system, intended use of the area, and 
quality level desired. The average 
lawn in Ohio requires about two to four 
pounds of actual nitrogen per 1000 
square feet. This amount should be 
divided among three applications - one 
or two in the spring and a third in the 
fall. 


Most speciality lawn fertilizers, used 
according 
to 
directions, 
are 
satisfactory for turf use. Calculated 
application rates listed on the fertilizer 
bag usually are satisfactory for the 
average lawn. However, there are 
some differences in the types of 
materials marketed relatively to being 
immediately available or slowly 
available (but for longer periods of 
time). Most turf fertilizers have both 
forms of nitrogen in combination. 
Avoid damaging 
your 
lawn 
by 
nitrogen fertilization. A light foliage 
bum is unsightly but does no per­ 
manent damage. Severe burning can 
kill the grass. Here are Martin’s 
suggestions for safe use of fertilizers. 
(I) Spread fertilizers evenly, (2) do not 
overlap or spill fertilizer on the turf, 
(3) apply when the foliage is dry, (4) 
apply no more than 1.5 pounds actual 
nitrogen per 1000 square feet per ap­ 
plication, (5) use of granulated or 
pelleted materials are not as likely to 
bum as pulverized materials, 
(6) 
water immediately after application, 
and (7) use fertilizers that have at 
least some insoluble organic nitrogen. 
Fertilizer-pesticide 
combinations 
are very advantageous, Martin says. 
However, 
several 
problems 
are 
associated with them. First, they 
should be used only when the pest is a 
problem. To continue to use them 
throughout the growing season is not 
only wasteful and expensive but also 
may be a potential source of pollution. 
Also a problem is the timing of ap­ 
plication of such fertilizer com­ 
binations. The time when the pest is a 
problem may not be the best time to 
apply nitrogen fertilizer. 
For more detailed information on 
lawn fertilization, get copies of bulletin 
271, Your Lawn, and L-187, Control of 
Turfgrass Pests, both available at the 
County Extension Office.

fiber and half another. Only one-half of 
the yam picks up the dye, giving it a 
very sheer look. One available now is 
Monvelle, a support pantyhose. 


Several weeks ago I devoted this 
column to the flammable fabrics 
situation. 
Presently, 
all children’s 
sleepwear up to and including sizes 6x 
must be flame retardant. Effective 
this May, all sized 7-14 sleepwear must 
also be flame retardant. Last week at 
an agents’ update, we were told that 
speculations are being made con­ 
cerning the possibility of making adult 
loungewear flame retardant. 
Some 
experts in consumer protection are 
also mentioning rugs, draperies, 
mattresses and upholstery fabrics as 
target areas for flame retardant laws. 
The homemaker’s dollar, variety of 
selection, care qualities, and safety 
will be affected by such laws. Flame 
retardant fabrics do not wear as well, 
require special detergents and laun­ 
dering, are much more limited in 
variety, are more expensive, and less 
comfortable. It must be remembered 
that these fabrics only retard flames, 
they do not provide us with safety in 
our homes. The homemaker should be 
thinking now, before the laws are 
passed or proposed, about whether she 
is 
ruake all these concessions 
to the laws of flame retardancy in all 
these products. Then she could jot a 
note to her congressman about her 
opinion, so that her opinion can be 
reflected when he votes on future laws. 
Incidently, if you have looked for IOO 
per cent cotton knit sleepers for 
children, it is no longer made into 
these products because so far it cannot 
meet 
federal 
flame 
retardant 
specifications. 


As you purchase fabrics for spring 
sewing, are you getting a permanent, 
woven laundry label to sew into the 
garment you make? Understand that 
stores legally must be giving out these 
permanent care labels to you with 
fabric lengths. You home sewers have 
lots of company. Last year 45 million 
home sewers spent three billion on 
patterns, notions and fabrics for 195 
million garments. Let’s see that’s 
almost $17 a garment.

If 
there is average weather they can 
expect 12 days in the field on poorly 
drained soils.

If 
May is a high rainfall month, like the 
worst year in a 20 year period, 
farmers will likely have 6 days in the 
field. If there is average weather they 
can expect 14 days in the field on 
moderately well drained soils. 
On well drained soils there is more 
time available for field work. In May 
there are 8 calendar days available 
during the worst weather year and 15 
days available during the average 
weather year. 


Farmers with poorly drained soils 
and a shortage of time in the field 
should consider making drainage 
improvements before next year. The 
value of additional time in the field can 
be added to the value of the usual yield 
increase obtained from improved 
drainage. Drainage improvements can 
add two to three days in the field each 
month in the spring.

“There seems 
to be a lot of people who d on’t want his 
story to get ou t, bu t they are not going 
to hu sh him u p.” 
Ray ’s attorney s said they wou ld 
immed iately appeal McRae’s ru ling to 
the 6 th U. S. Circu it Cou rt of Appeals. 


The 38-page ru ling said Ray “cooly 
and d eliberately ” ad mitted to the 
slay ing when he plead ed gu ilty March 
10,19 6 9 . It said McRae fou nd no v iola­ 
tions of Ray ’s constitu tional rights to 
merit a fu ll trial on charges in the 
April 4, 1968, slay ing of King in 
Memphis. 
Ray , who is serv ing a 9 9 -y ear prison 
sentence, had sou ght a trial chiefly on 
grou nd s that his former attorney s d id 
not prepare an ad eq u ate d efense and 
that he was pressu red into the plea. 
Howev er, he hinted at an eight-d ay 
hearing before McRae last fall that he 
was the u nwitting participant in a con­ 
spiracy to kill King. 


McRae said in his ru ling that Ray 
had told his former attorney s and 
au thor William Brad ford Hu ie “of his 
acting u pon the d irection of others, bu t 
none of them cou ld corroborate Ray ’s 
v ersion of other participants in spite of 
an ex tensiv e inv estigation in this 
regard .” 
The ju d ge rejected Ray ’s claim that 
d efense attorney Percy Foreman of 
Hou ston, Tex ., coerced the plea. 
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Taxes M ain Burden 


One hindrance Americans 
do not need during a time of 
inflationary strain is higher 
taxes. Last year, along with all 
the other rising prices for 
products and services, taxes 
went up faster than inflation.

The reason is that the 
progressive features of federal 
and some state income tax 
structures in the U.S. collided

inflation. What happened is a 
clear example of the fact that 
no one wins when inflation gets 


out of hand. 
Wage increases in many 
industries in 1974 were the 
result of record settlements. 
But for many families, higher 
incomes in inflated dollars 
meant lower living standards 
than in 1973 — and higher tax 
rates. 
To illustrate, the committee 
found that an average middle 
income family with an income 
of $12,626 in 1973 needed an 
income of $14,466 — or $1,840

Ray Says 
He ll Tell 
Of 'Others' 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — James 
Earl Ray will tell “the names of the 
other people involved” if an appeal 
does not win him a trial in the murder 
of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., Ray’s 
brother says 
Jerry Ray made the statement 
Thursday after his brother, who 
originally pleaded guilty in King’s 
death, was turned down by U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert M. McRae 
Jr. in his request for a trial. 


“He told me personally that, if he did 
not win an appeal, he would reveal the 
names of everyone involved,” Jerry 
Ray said of his brother. “There seems 
to be a lot of people who don’t want his 
story to get out, but they are not going 
to hush him up.” 
Ray’s attorneys said they would 
immediately appeal McRae’s ruling to 
the 6th U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 


The 38-page ruling said Ray “cooly 
and deliberately” admitted to the 
slaying when he pleaded guilty March 
IO, 1969. It said McRae found no viola­ 
tions of Ray’s constitutional rights to 
merit a full trial on charges in the 
April 4, 1968, slaying of King in 
Memphis. 
Ray, who is serving a 99-year prison 
sentence, had sought a trial chiefly on 
grounds that his former attorneys did 
not prepare an adequate defense and 
that he was pressured into the plea. 
However, he hinted at an eight-day 
hearing before McRae last fall that he 
was the unwitting participant in a con­ 
spiracy to kill King. 


McRae said in his ruling that Ray 
had told his former attorneys and 
author William Bradford Huie “of his 
acting upon the direction of others, but 
none of them could corroborate Ray’s 
version of other participants in spite of 
an extensive investigation in this 
regard.” 
The judge rejected Ray’s claim that 
defense attorney Percy Foreman of 
Houston, Tex., coerced the plea.

O h io S e n a te R e p o rt

The foremost items currently on the 
agenda of the General Assembly are 
Governor Rhodes’ bold proposals to 
“depression-proof Ohio.” His package 
of economic initiatives includes four 
constitutional amendments promoting 
inner city industrial expansion, low- 
cost housing development, state-wide 
transportation research and con­ 
struction, and a capital improvements 
plan for urban renewal, health facility 
development, and expanded ports 
along the Ohio River and I,ake Erie. 
All will provide jobs, reducing the 
welfare, crim e and despair 
of 
unemployment. 


Governor Rhodes has, in effect, 
thrown the ball to the Democrat- 
controlled legislature in the form of 
these proposals. They can either run 
with it, stall, devise their own game 
plan as an alternative, or do nothing. 
To reject the Governor’s program 
without providing an alternative would 
place a grave hardship upon the 
thousands of Ohioans jobless through 
no fault of their own. 


The initial Democrat strategy has 
been of the carrot-and-stick variety. 
Democrat House leadership has 
promised fair and expeditious con­ 
sideration of Rhodes’ proposals, while 
Democrat leaders in the Senate 
periodically issue reminders that they 
have enough votes to 
stall 
any 
legislation the Governor may in­ 
troduce. As this is written they will 
apparently attempt to rewrite Rhodes’ 
proposals to fit Democrat priorities, 
leaving them partially intact to 
present an image of compromise. 
Two factors greatly complicate 
legislative maneuvering. The amount 
of money they will make available, 
over $4 billion, guarantees active 
participation in the legislative process 
by special interests desiring favorable 
consideration. 
Each 
legislator, 
committee and chamber must draw 
that fine line between testimony by 
such groups offered out of self-interest, 
and that which will improve the bills 
for all segments of the general public. 
For the Governor’s programs to be 
of maximum benefit to all Ohioans 
they must appear on the June 3rd 
primary ballot for voter approval. 
Therefore, as constitutional amend­ 
ments, they must pass the legislature 
with 3-5 approval of both chambers 


and be filed with the Secretary of State 
90 days prior to the election. 
Ohio’s economy will sink further into 
the doldrums if the 
Democrat 
leadership fails to act decisively. 
President Ford recently released for 
state use several billion dollars in 
impounded federal funds which Ohio 
will not get without adequate matching 
state funds. Enormous revenue paid to 
the federal government by Ohio tax­ 
payers will be lost to other states if 
Ohio cannot quickly find the necessary 
seed money. legislative foot-dragging 
will seriously handicap Ohio in at­ 
tracting its fair share of these funds. 
Ohioans may bear the double burden 
of unemployment and increased taxes 
if the Governor’s proposals do not pass 
the legislature by March 4. The next 
regular election is in November — five 
long months away for those standing in 
the unemployment line. Moreover, the 
rate of growth of unemployment is 
increasing, promising an even greater 
number of layoffs. 
At the same time the cost of 
unemployment to Ohioans has soared. 
Since 1970 state welfare and unem­ 
ployment insurance costs have almost 
tripled and the cost of crime to Ohioans 
nearly doubled. Clearly this cannot 
continue 
without 
a 
potentially 
disastrous tax increase. The Gover­ 
nor’s proposals call for a 7-10-cent 
sales tax and 9-10-cent gasoline tax 
increase, but cannot be compared to 
the potential cost and human misery of 
unchecked unemployment. 
It has been suggested that the four 
constitutional amendments could go 
before the public in late summer 
special election. Two more months of 
ram pant unemployment is unac­ 
ceptable. In addition, the Secretary of 
S tate’s office estim ates such an 
election would cost the people of Ohio 
at least $2 million. Special elections 
usually have a smaller voter turnout 
than regular elections, meaning a 
small minority of voters could decide 
on a program which could significantly 
affect all Ohioans. The extra expense 
of a special election and extended 
unemployment is not justified. 
This crisis requires decisive and 
responsible leadership. Governor 
Rhodes has taken a bold step toward 
putting people back to work in Ohio 
and his plans should not be neglected 
or picked apart for partisan reason.

Taxpayers 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) Are utility taxes deductible? 
(A) Utility taxes imposed under 
state or local law are not deductible if 
the rate differs from that of the 
general sales tax in your area. 
(y) I bought a new car recently tor 
personal use which developed so many 
mechanical problems that I had to get 
rid of it. I traded it in for less than what 
I paid. Is this loss deductible? 
(A) No. A loss from the sale or ex­ 
change of personal property is not a 
deductible loss, unless it results from 
casualty or theft. However, don’t 
forget that your state or local sales tax 
on the purchase of your new car or the 
part of the tax you paid that is equal to 
the general sales tax is deductible 
from your Federal income tax. 
(Q) Don’t I have to show exact 
amounts to the penny of deductions, 
income, etc., on my tax return? 
(A) No. Taxpayers may round off 
such amounts to the whole dollar. This 
means that you may eliminate any 
amount less than 50 cents and increase 
any amount from 50 to 99 cents to the 
next dollar. 
(Q) How can I determine whether to 
use Form 1040 or 1040A to figure my 
tax? 
(A) Generally, the Short Form 1040A 
is used by a person who does not 
itemize his deductions and whose gross

The General Assembly has spent the 
last week of Febru ary focu sing its 
attention on the fou r proposed con­ 
stitu tional 
amendments 
I 
hav e 
referred to in past issu es of this 
newsletter. Namely ; 
1. A Hou sing Finance Measu re; 
2. A Transportation Bond Measu re 
financed by a gasoline tax increase; 
3. A General Dev elopment Bond 
Measu re financed by a sales tax in­ 
crease and 
4. A Manu factu ring Tax Break 
Measu re. 
If the fou r measu res are to be v oted 
on at the Ju ne 3 primary , the Ohio 
General Assembly mu st act by March 
5. In efforts to ex pedite the hearing 
process, the Hou se of Representativ es 
has giv en initial concentration to the 
Hou sing and General Dev elopment 
measu res, while the Senate has con­ 
centrated on giv ing initial con­ 
sideration to the Manu factu ring Tax 
Break and Transportation Measu res. 
Whether or not su fficient and 
thorou gh hearings can be giv en these 
fou r measu res by the March 5 deadline 
is a matter y et to be determined. These 
are not simple matters, despite the 
sloganeering offered by some. I 
su ggest the legislatu re has a con­ 
stitu tional obligation to properly and 
thorou ghly ex amine any proposals 
which go to the v oters. I fu rther 
su ggest that the legislatu re wou ld be 
neglecting its responsibility if it did not 
serv e as an edu cational foru m in which 
the pu blic is ex posed to the fu ll 
ramifications of all issu es su bmitted to 
ballot consideration. 
One of the fou r constitu tional 
proposals being considered is a wide- 
ranging scheme to giv e massiv e tax 
breaks 
to 
new 
and 
ex panding 
manu factu ring indu stry ' in Ohio. The 
proponents of this issu e claim that 
giv ing tax breaks to manu factu ring 
indu stry will encou rage new bu ilding 
and ex pansion of indu stry and thereby 
sav e jobs and create new ones. An 
analy sis of this concept is in order. 
The tax break proposal asks that 
three separate state and loc al tax es be 
abated or redu ced. 
1) The corporate income or fran­ 
chise tax — this is a millage lev y on the 
firm’s net assets, or, an income tax 
based u pon a percentage of the firm’s

To be eligible for 
su ch ex emptions a manu factu ring 
company wou ld hav e to begin bu ilding 
in Ohio or hav e completed constru ction 
by Ju ly 1, 1978 This wou ld apply to a 
completely new facility or an ex ­ 
pansion of an ex isting one. 
Basically , there will be two periods 
for which these ex emptions apply . For 
bu ilding in an area of critical need 
within a city ,” su ch tax es wou ld be 
ex empted for 30 y ears. For bu ilding 
any where else in Ohio the period of 
ex emption wou ld be 12 y ears. The area 
of critical need ex emption generally 
referred to as the “inner city ” is 
designed to prov ide significant in­ 
centiv es for an indu stry to locate in the 
inner city to help rev italize the u rban 
areas and prov ide jobs where large 
areas of u nemploy ment ex ist. Ov erall, 
these ex emptions are thou ght to giv e

Cl JCVKliAND,Ohio (A P)- Officials 
o( the Chess ie Sy stem Inc. say they are 
concerned that the restru ctu ring of 
finan( tally trou bled rail companies in 
the gov ernment-su pported Conrail 
sy stem may ov erbu rden the healthy 
railroads 


“To requ ire Chessie and the other 
strong lines to meet tax su pported rail 
« ompetition wou ld not only be u nju st to 
them bu t inju riou s as well,” Chessie 
told shareholders this week in its 
annu al refx trt 


Chessie is the parent company of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio and Baltimore 
& 
Ohio railroads. 


The best way to rev italize the 
financially trou bled railroads wou ld be 
to free them from the restru ctu red 
network of “encu mbering, du plicatory 
facilities and trackage, su ch as u n­ 
deru tilized branch lines,” Chessie 
said. 


“The resu lting smaller y et stronger 
rail sy stem shou ld be able to prov ide 
essential transportation serv ice and 
pay its own way ,” Chessie officials 
said. 


The railroad said it mu st inv est u p to 
$1 billion within fiv e y ears to handle 
needed growth in its coal traffic. 


Chessie said more coal is a key to 
rev italizing the northeastern railroads 
and easing energy pressu re on oil.

Legislative Report

The General Assembly has spent the 
last week of February focusing its 
attention on the four proposed con­ 
stitutional 
amendments 
I 
have 
referred to in past issues of this 
newsletter. Namely; 
1. A Housing Finance Measure; 
2. A Transportation Bond Measure 
financed by a gasoline tax increase; 
3. A General Development Bond 
Measure financed by a sales tax in­ 
crease and 
4. A Manufacturing Tax Break 
Measure. 
If the four measures are to be voted 
on at the .lune 3 primary, the Ohio 
General Assembly must act by March 
5. In efforts to expedite the hearing 
process, the House of Representatives 
has given initial concentration to the 
Housing and General Development 
measures, while the Senate has con­ 
centrated on giving initial con­ 
sideration to the Manufacturing Tax 
Break and Transportation Measures. 
Whether or not sufficient and 
thorough hearings can be given these 
four measures by the March 5 deadline 
is a matter yet to be determined. These 
are not simple matters, despite the 
sloganeering offered by some. I 
suggest the I legislature has a con­ 
stitutional obligation to properly and 
thoroughly examine any proposals 
which go to the voters. I further 
suggest that the legislature would be 
neglecting its responsibility if it did not 
serve as an educational forum in which 
the public is exposed to the full 
ramifications of all issues submitted to 
ballot consideration. 
One of the four constitutional 
proposals being considered is a wide­ 
ranging scheme to give massive tax 
breaks to 
new 
and 
expanding 
manufacturing industry in Ohio. The 
proponents of this issue claim that 
giving tax breaks to manufacturing 
industry will encourage new building 
and expansion of industry and thereby 
save jobs and create new ones. An 
analysis of this concept is in order. 
The tax break proposal asks that 
three separate state and local taxes be 
abated or reduced. 
I) The corporate income or fran­ 
chise tax — this is a millage levy on the 
firm’s net assets, or, an income tax 
based upon a percentage of the firm’s

The proposal put forth would allow 
total exemption from the corporate 
income or franchise tax and the 
tangibles tax. The exemption would 
also include relief for one-half of the 
local property taxes. To be eligible for 
such exemptions a manufacturing 
company would have to begin building 
in Ohio or have completed construction 
by July I, 1978. This would apply to a 
completely new facility or an ex­ 
pansion of an existing one. 
Basically, there will be two periods 
for which these exemptions apply. For 
building in an area of critical need 
within a city,” such taxes would be 
exempted for 30 years. For building 
anywhere else in Ohio the period of 
exemption would be 12 years. The area 
of critical need exemption generally 
referred to as the ‘‘inner city” is 
designed to provide significant in­ 
centives for an industry to locate in the 
inner city to help revitalize the urban 
areas and provide jobs where large 
areas of unemployment exist. Overall, 
these exemptions are thought to give 
Ohio a competitive advantage among 
the states to compete for new industry.

1) a tax exemption program could 
enhance the image of Ohio as a low 
business tax state, and encourage new 
industry to move here; 
2) decisions of firms who want to 
locate in the Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
Michigan area may be drawn to Ohio, 
ether things being equal, because of 
the tax climate; 
3) a multi-state firm with expansion 
plans may be encouraged to choose its 
Ohio plant as the expansion site; and 
4) lax exemptions could prevent the 
out-migration of existing firms to a 
more favorable tax state or prevent 
the closing-down of firms whose tax 
savings would enable 
it to stay in 
business. 
On the other hand, such a proposal 
has less than desirable aspects; 
1) there are studies indicating that 
firms do not decide to build or expand 
in a state simply because of taxes, and 
a program giving this degree of long­ 
term tax breaks may simplify the 
question of why firms locate where 
they do and give the firm a free tax 
ride besides; 
2) to give such tax breaks would be 
to shift the balance of the state’s tax 
liability from business to the in­ 
dividual — there would be a question of 
whether business was paying its 
share; 
3) tax breaks ignore the root 
problem that industry may not be 
expanding because loan money in 
tight-money tim es may not be 
available; tax exemptions give a firm 
that cannot build no benefit; and 
4) tax breaks will give new in­ 
dustries a tax advantage over existing 
businesses, and thus are urfair to a 
firm that has already made a go of its 
business. 
I believe it is important that all these 
pro and con aspects be examined 
thoroughly before the Iiegislature acts 
definitively on the Tax Break issue..

Chess ie Fears 
Overloading 
Of Rail Lines 


Cl -KVHI -AND, Ohio (A P)- Officials 
of the Chessie System Inc. say they are 
concerned that the restructuring of 
financially troubled rail companies in 
the government-supported Conrail 
system may overburden the healthy 
railroads. 


“To require Chessie and the other 
strong lines to meet taxsupported rail 
• ompetition would not only be unjust to 
them but injurious as well,” Chessie 
told shareholders this week in its 
annual report 


Chessie is the parent company of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio and Baltimore & 
Ohio railroads. 


The best way to revitalize the 
financially troubled railroads would be 
to free them from the restructured 
network of “encumbering, duplicator 
facilities and trackage, such as un­ 
derutilized branch lines,” Chessie 
said. 


“The resulting smaller yet stronger 
rail system should be able to provide 
essential transportation service and 
pay its own way,” Chessie officials 
said. 


The railroad said it must invest up to 
$1 billion within five years to handle 
needed growth in its coal traffic. 


Chessie said more coal is a key to 
revitalizing the northeastern railroads 
and easing energy pressure on oil. 


The railroad said it expects coal 
production along its tracks to increase 
50 per cent during the next five years. 
Chessie added that us coal traffic this 
year should be IO per cent above last 
year’s total of 83 million tons carried.

“ American Music” and Alan 
King’s 
comedy 
awards 
shows, plans to air the 
“ Academy of Country Music” 
awards ceremonies as a late- 
night special on Wednesday. 
lowery, an Atlanta music 
publisher, says he thinks the 
spread of awards shows tends 
to steal some of the thunder of 
such veteran ceremonial 
conventions as the Grammy 
awards. 
“ We’re not happy about it 
all,” he says. “ Of course, we 
can’t do anything about it if 
this is a thing that will draw 
ratings. 
“ I guess they’ll continue 
the other shows until such 
times as they fail to draw 
good audiences, because the 
networks I ’m sure are in­ 
terested in just one thing — 
ratings.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
shock parole program no longer af­ 
fords an early release from prison for 
drug pushers, rapists and armed 
robbers. 
New guidelines effective today 
exclude all first-degree felons from 
eligibility 
for the 
controversial 
program which theoretically permits 
inmates to be set free after six months 
— regardless of their prison sentence. 
To be eligible, an inmate cannot 
have served a previous term of more 
than 30 days, but until today murder 
and aggravated murder were the only 
offenses that precluded consideration 
for early release. 
George F. Denton, director of 
Rehabilitation 
and 
Correction, 
estimated the added restrictions would 
cut back by about 25 per eertt the 
number of inmates released through 
the 14-month-old program. 
The action comes five months after 
the controversial release of Carlos 
Aleman Jr., a convicted drug pusher 
who served only two years of a 50-to 
100-year sentence for sale of $264,000 
worth of heroin to an undercover 
agent. 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court Judge John Patton, who sen­ 
tenced Aleman, called the parole 
action a “ total insult to our system of 
justice.” 
Denton, an advocate of the early 
release concept, concedes shock 
parole has not been favorably received 
by the public, but contends cases like 
Aleman’s are “ isolated” incidents.

Parole 
Authority are 
denied, he said.

Both House and Senate committees 
rejected administration provisions 
that would have allowed strip mining 
in national forests, limited citizen suits 
against strip mine operators and given 
the interior secretary special powers 
to define environmental standards. 
The House panel did agree to an 
administration request to delete a 
proposed special unemployment fund 
for out-of-work strip miners, but the 
Senate group refused to make that 
concession, voting to retain the fund.

Sales in the first two thirds of 
February barely reached the levels of 
a year ago, when the Middle East oil 
embargo kept thousands of potential 
buyers away from car showrooms.

Shock Parole 
Regulations 
Take Effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
shock parole program no longer af­ 
fords an early release from prison for 
drug pushers, rapists and armed 
robbers. 
New guidelines effective today 
exclude all first-degree felons from 
eligibility 
for the controversial 
program which theoretically permits 
inmates to be set free after six months 
— regardless of their prison sentence. 
To be eligible, an inmate cannot 
have served a previous term of more 
than 30 days, but until today murder 
and aggravated murder were the only 
offenses that precluded consideration 
for early release. 
George F. Denton, director of 
Rehabilitation 
and 
Correction, 
estimated the added restrictions would 
cut back by about 25 per certt the 
number of inmates released through 
the 14-month-old program. 
The action comes five months after 
the controversial release of Carlos 
Aleman Jr., a convicted drug pusher 
who served only two years of a 50-to 
100-year sentence for sale of $264,000 
worth of heroin to an undercover 
agent. 
Cuyahoga County Common Pleas 
Court Judge John Patton, who sen­ 
tenced Aleman, called the parole 
action a “ total insult to our system of 
justice.” 
Denton, an advocate of the early 
release concept, concedes shock 
parole has not been favorably received 
by the public, but contends cases like 
Aleman’s are “ isolated” incidents. 
Four out of five applications to the

denied, he said.
